NEW YORK, Feb. 19.— Thirteen 
lives were snuffed out in a few 
minutes in a fire believed to have 
been 
of incendiary origin which 
early today swept from basement to 
roof a five-story tenement in the 
heart of New York’s lower east side 
ghetto. Seven of those killed were 
children. 
The blaze with incredible rapid­ 
ity swept from the lower floors up 
the stairway fanned by a draft from 
the tenem ent’s open doors blocked 
the escape of the eight families who 
occupied the building. 
Some of those in the two upper 
st* ries awakened to find the flames 
at their bedside and met death be­ 
fore they could even try to dash 
from the roaring furnace with which 
they were confronted. 
Terrified on opening hall doors 
by the smoke and flame that choked 
the corridors the families on the 
lower floors retreated in panic to 
window’s from which they managed 
in some cases by seemingly impos­ 
sible means to reach safety. Several 
were severely burned 
and 
others 
were injured in falls. 
Of the dead there were five boys, 
two girls, four women and two men. 
One of the children was an infant 
whose charred body was found at 
the breast of its mother. 
The fire was discovered by a pass­ 
ing policeman who saw smoke and 
flames rising against the inner side 
of a window’. He rushed into the 
house and up the stair case ham­ 
mering with his fists on doors and 
shouting a 
warning. 
The 
flames 
stopped him before he reached the 
upper stories. 
The front door had been opened 
as he entered and as he dashed out 
he saw four men running from the 
entrance. He took them to police 
station hut they were later released, 
the police being satisfied that they 
had nothing to do with starting the 
fire. Three of the men, they said, 
had been engaged in attem pting to 
rouse the fire imprisoned tenants 
while the fourth was running to­ 
wards a fire box to send in an 
alarm.

Inter-collegiate games are desirable, for they have a tendency 
to foster school spirit and create a kindred feeling among the 
students. 
They get the students into the open, permit them 
to give vent to their excess fit feeling, and in many ways pay. 
They should be encouraged, and every honorable effort 
should be put forth to win. 
East Central has not excelled in athletics, taken as a 
whole. 
The record is only fair. 
But while it has been 
making only fair records on the diamond, on the gridiron and 
in the gymnasium, the teachers and students in the class 
rooms have been studying and thinking and planning. 
They 
have been building an institution of learning and have gradu­ 
ally made its influence felt, as the athletes could never have 
done. IDEAS, SERVICE unceasing and everlasting—these have 
built the school and these will send it to heights even yet 
undreamed of. 
The institution has sought to serve in every way. 
NQt 
content to stay at home while there was work in the fields, 
the members of the faculty went ont and labored in the vine­ 
yard. 
Probably no institution of learning in the entire coun­ 
try keeps in as close touch w ith the territory it serves as East 
Central. 
Professor Fentem, for instance, who is in charge of 
extension work, can call the names of almost every teacher 
in the district President Linscheid knows nearly all of them, 
and other members of the faculty are not far behind. 
The 
records of the school show wherein every school in the 
district is failing to measure up to the needs and opportuni­ 
ties of the community in which it is located.

The correspondence and rural education departments are 
diligent. 
While there are here in resident attendance at this 
time something more than one thousand young g&en and wom­ 
en, probably that many more are receiving direct instruction 
through the correspondence and extension divisions and rura 
education department.

Did you ever realize that such an institution would rise 
at the east end of Main"street?

You certainly did not 
unless you have thought about the matter and have gone into 
the plans and 
know something of the ideals of those in 
charge. 
Let the work go on a few more years, and e<Ju 
cators from every corner of the nation will be coming here 
to see how it is done.

A 
summary of the annual report of 
the receiver general of customs for 
Haiti shows a remarkable continu­ 
ance of the economic improvement 
begun In 1922. The gain in trade 
is the more noteworthy when com­ 
parison is made with the conditions 
true of the great majority of coun­ 
tries in Hie Caribbean. The collec­ 
tion of customs for the fiscal year 
totaled $6,113,790, exceeding last 
year’s figures by a margin of $1,- 
194,569. 
December, 
the 
highest 
monthly collection for the fiscal 
year, with $768,771, topped that of 
the preceding year by $63,513. 
The volume of trade for the year 
was $30,575,817, a gain of $7,513,- 
330. This year the exports amounted 
to $14,591,012 as against $10,712,- 
210, or an increase of $3,878,802. 
The imports for the year were $14,- 
157,963, or an increase of $1,807,- 
69^; Whereas in the fiscal year of 
1922 the imports exceeded the ex­ 
ports by $1,638,061, the fiscal year 
just passed shows an excess of ex­ 
ports to the amount of $433,049. 
The two principal exports, coffee 
and cotton, go almost wholly to 
France. 
The cost of collecting one dollar 
for 1923 was $0.0357 as compared 
to $0.0417 for the preceding year. 
Haiti’s shipping figures also re­ 
flect clearly the splendid year of 
business. The number of ships, both 
foreign and coastwise, that entered 
her ten principal seaports this year 
was 1,845, with a combined ton­ 
nage of 91.346. In 1922 the num­ 
ber was 1,361 with a tonnage of 
62,577. The ships cleared this year 
totaled 1,830 with a tonnage of 
98,783, whereas last year 1,357 with 
a tonnage of 88,654 cleared. 
The carrying \rade of imports by 
nationality of vessels for the fiscal 
year shows the United States far 
outstriped all others 
with

Mr. Mooring says that many nur­ 
sery trees have been sold in Oklaho­ 
ma that are not up to standard, in 
tile first place the trees are com­ 
paratively expensive, when set out 
many of them die, those living re­ 
quire a longer time to reach a bear­ 
ing age, even then they ^may not 
be adapted to Oklahoma conditions 
at all. It is advised to proceed cau­ 
tiously in setting southern nursery 
stock and with topping native trees 
with southern varieties whose aday- 
tabling is unknown.

climax in the formal transfer of the 
Y. M. C. A. in .Poland from Amer­ 
ican to Polish administration. This 
action means that only fire years 
after its introduction Into poland as 
a welfare service for the Polish 
army, Y. M. C. A. work here has 
grown into the permanent form so 
familiar to the people of America. 
The formal transfer, which took 
place in the Warsaw Y. M. C. A. 
building, was the occasion for a 
ceremony attended by the President 
of Poland and many other of its 
notable citizens. Paul Super, Na­ 
tional Y. M.C. A. Secretary for po­ 
land says: 
“After the Great war the Ameri­ 
can Y. M. C. A. conducted work for 
the Polish Army at 
nearly 
IOO 
Points, employing in this work 52 
American secretaries and expending 
$1,700,000. All this war work has, 
of course, been discontinued and the 
enterprise now is on a civilian basis 
officered and directed by Poles. It 
begins its new status with some 
7,500 members in i7 cities and 
many thousands of friends in gov­ 
ernment, university, civil and mili­ 
tary circles. Seven American Y. M. 
C. A. secretaries remain in Poland 
as technical advisors and instruc­ 
tors in the work of the association, 
loaned as an expression of the co­ 
operation of the American Y. Af. C. 
A. with the Polish movement.'*

(Bjr th® Associated Prs—) 
TULSA, Okla., Feb. 19.— A huge 
skeleton otf steel and concrete set­ 
ting on high ground in southeastern 
Tulsa, which' has been left to the 
whims of tile elements for the past 
two years because funds for com­ 
pleting it as the largest hospital in 
the Southwest were ezhaused, may 
now be finished. 
This skeleton was to hare been 
St. John’s hospital. 
Original 
esti- 
mateg on the cost of its construc­ 
tion were $1,500,000. It now may 
be completed and equipped for less, 
under present quotations of build­ 
ing materials and labor, and local 
business men are organizing to col­ 
lect approximately 
$672,000, 
an 
amount sufficient, they say to fin­ 
ish the job*. 
February l l , 1920, General Per­ 
shing broke ground for the erection 
of the massive structure. The Sis­ 
ters of the Sorrowful Mother had 
agreed to take over the building 
and operate it. To that end they ex­ 
pended $16,000 for the site, gave 
$50,000 in cash toward the build­ 
ing fund and then obtained pledges 
for almost $480,000 more from the 
citizens of Tulsa. 
There came a decided slup In bus­ 
iness, especially in oil. Approximate­

DUBLIN.— Under the Land Pur­ 
chase Act passed in 1923, all land 
tenancies in the Free State were 
abolished and the tenants become 
proprietors, 
paying annual 
instal­ 
ments to the state. The Instalments 
are from 25 to 35 percent less than 
the rents, and the purchase will be 
completed in about 70 years. 
The landlords are to be paid for 
their property in four and one-half 
Percent Free State \stock of which 
25,000,000 pounds sterling will need 
to be issued. The cash value of this 
security to the landlords depends 
on the credit of the Free State on 
the money markets, but the British 
government will guarantee the prin­ 
cipal and interest of the land pur­ 
chase stock. 
There are still in northern Ire­ 
land many 
unpurchaBed 
tenancies 
and the 
British 
government is 
pledged to assist the northern gov­ 
ernment to complete land purchase 
within its jurisdiction.
